W ashington. March 
4.— Criminal 
convictions under 
federal 
statutes 
have increased 350 per cent in the 
last 12 years causing an overcrowd­ 
ing of federal penitentiaries far be­ 
yond their normal capacity. 
Penitentiaries at Atlanta, McNeiil 
Island and Leavenworth house about 
7.000 federal prisoners at 
present 
with 2,000 other governnfent 
con­ 
victs housed in state penal institu­ 
tions, 
justice 
department 
officials 
said. 
Federal courts after a recess are 
now returning hundreds of 
convic­ 
tions a week and it is expected the 
federal prison population will 
in­ 
crease to more than 8,000 
before 
July I. 
x 
Should the number increase above 
8.000 the government will have no 
place to house its prisoners, L. 
C. 
White, 
superintendent 
of 
prisons 
said. 
“ Despite the fact that the peni­ 
tentiaries have 1,000 less 
Inmates 
than six months ago, they are over­ 
crowded,’’ White said. 
“At present 
200 men are forced to sleep in the 
basement of one of the cell houses 
at Leavenworth and It is necessary 
to place two inmates in cells in­ 
tended for one.’’ 
State officials caring for federal 
prisoners have complained to A ttor­ 
ney General Sargent 
against 
the 
practice and the government must 
soon provide other accommodations 
for the convicts distributed in state 
jails. 
Prohibition, officials admitted, is 
partially responsible for the 
over­ 
crowded condition of the jails. For­ 
ty-seven per cent of all federal con­ 
victs have been convicted of viola­ 
tions of the Volstead act.

Imagine ourselves in London, can hard­ 
ly believe that only a minute or two 
ago we were In 
Kensington 
High 
street. 
We are In another world, a 
realm of enchantment and romance of 
{ the purest and most exqUiste beauty. 
I The scene does not remind us of the 
I E ast—It Is the East. 
This effect has been obtained partly 
by the use of an unrivaled collection 
of Saracenic tiles, many of which were 
acquired by Leighton during visits to 
Rhodes, Cairo and Damascus. 
Pan­ 
els, stained glass and lattice work 
were also obtained from Damascus. 
But while the material is thus price­ 
less It Is the harmony of the whole, 
the triumph of blending and of light­ 
ing that most impresses the visitor. 
It was in the house, which he loved, 
and where he worked for thirty years, 
that Leighton died, the peer of a day. 
The patent of the peerage was dated 
January 24, 1800, and he died on the 
following day. 
As he was unmarried 
the peerage died with him. 
There is 
no record of any previous peerage of 
so short duration and no British artlsj 
had ever before been honored in this 
way. 
Many gre the stories told of Leigh­ 
ton. 
Once a lady who did not know 
him told him his “Helen of Troy” was 
a “horrid picture.” When he confessed 
that he had painted it, she exclaimed: 
“You must not mind what I sa y ; I 
am only saying what everybody else 
says.” 
Those who knew real art had ii dif­ 
ferent story to tell. 
When Leighton 
was only a boy his father took him 
and his drawings to Hiram Powers, 
the famous American sculptor. 
“Shall I make him a painter?” asked 
Doctor Leighton. 
"Sir, you cannot help yourself,” was 
the reply. **‘NatUEe has made him one 
already.”

I call attention to the fact that the men who have 
bought liquor, as well as the men who sold it, contrib­ 
uted to the murder of the two policemen. 
The sellers furnished the murderers, but the buyers’ 
money paid them. 
Nobody who buys a bottle or a case from a bootlegger intends 
to kill anybody, or even to violate any law except that against the 
traffic he is supporting. 
Nevertheless, at the best the man whose money supports the 
bootlegging industry is in very bad company indeed, and at the 
worst he is morally responsible for the ruthless defiance of morals, 
law and civilized respect for human life that characterizes this 
sinister outlaw industry that has suddenly sprung up. 
This country never saw a more hideous band of thugs and 
cut-throats than that which the bootlegging industry has de­ 
veloped. 
Jesse James and the Younger brothers in their palmiest days 
were sweetness and light compared with them. Human life seems 
to mean nothing to them. 
They will shoot to kill or cut a throat 
as cheerfully as ordinary human being might kill a fly. They are 
organized outlaws to whom law, order, decency, property rights 
or human life mean utterly nothing. 
And without buyers to support this industry, it would col­ 
lapse and vanish in a day. 
It is not possible to tolerate, and it is not decent to support, 
an outlaw industry that breeds men of the calibre of those, who, 
the other night in St. Paul, shot down two policemen and then, to 
make sure, could put their revolvers to the heads of these defend­ 
ers of the law and shot them again. 
lf the man who supports the bootleggers has any imagination 
at all, he must, as he sits in his comfortable home, see streams of 
blood trickling in under the door. He must, when he handles the 
bottle the price of which helps keep this murderous business go­ 
ing, feel an irresistible impulse to look at his lingers, to see if 
there is blood on them. 
The so-called good citizen whose money goes into the pool 
that is used to corrupt officers of the law and to hire killers who 
slay policemen as he might kill a rat is a partner in this outlaw 
industry. 
There is blood off the bottle from which he drinks, and hide­ 
ous guilt in the draft he quaffs far away from the blood-runningf 
gutters in which lie the dead bodies of men whose duty it was t o 1 
protect his home, his property, his person and his life.

JACK MCAULIFFE IN REMINISCENCES

(United Press Sports Editor) 
New York, March 4.—"I’ve left all sports, horse racing, pinochle and 
! poker behind and I’m going to become a business man at the age of 60 and 
who knows but that I may become another kind of a champion.” 
In these words tile rather tragic story is told of Jack McAuliffe, the re­ 
tired undefeated lightweight champion and only survivor of those three im­ 
mortal .lacks—Sullivan, Dempsey and McAuliffe. 
It is also a brief 
and punchy story of the sharp line that has been drawn 
between tile fighting 
champions 
of the old days and the commercial artists 
who hold the titles today. 
McAuliffe fought in the old days when the sheriff followed fighters and 
when anyone connected with the prize ring was not welcomed in first class 


I social circles. 
He fought in the 
days when 
a fighter would have to stick up a bank to 
get 
$30,000 and when a purse of 
$500 was a big risk for a promoter. 
Even though the revenue from the ring was trivial there were other 
ways in which a champion could capitalize on his reputation. 
The movies 
I didn’t offer a field then but burlesque shows and billiard parlors offered a 
| fine living. 
Jack McAuliffe at several times was worth a fortune but he went through 
several of them, as he ndmits without any kind of a complaint. 
"The standards of living were 
different in those days," he said. 
"Any 
one who had money had to be and wanted to be a royal good fellow.” 
Now the veteran champion, the only one who ever retired from the ring 
without ever having been defeated, is going to work for the Triangle Con­ 
duit company, a New York concern, for a small salary and a commission. 
Considering the hardships of his youth and the w ear and tear that he 
went through in the old bare-knuckle days, Jack has retained his youth al­ 
most remarkably. He hasn’t a blemish on him as a trade m ark of his early 
profession and in appearance, even when things were not going so well, he 
could have been taken for a successful middle-aged business man. 
Endowed with a rare Celtic wit and a genial disposition that has always 
kept his face in a smile, McAuliffe has made friends all over the United 
States. 
He was too old to go when war came but he gave up a profitable booking 
on the vaudeville stage and went to France with the A. E. F. as a K. of C. 
secretary.

He has no college degrees but he has educated himself in the school of 
hard knocks and he has not only the personality but the mental qualifications 
of a successful salesman. 
He gave away fortunes but he never asked for sympathy when they were 
gone and anyone who tried to patronize him now would risk a tap on the 
chin from a fist that still has a lot of drive in IL 
He deserves to be a success in anything that he attempts and he has 
countless friends who believe that he can become a champion business man.
